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1 . The following is an exanniner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach a multi-lumen balloon radiation centering catheter having a plurality of 
inflatable outer lumens disposed around a central lumen having slideable seals to seal 
both ends of the balloon where a guidewire is received.
